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Odor problem 
aired at hearing 


Representatives of Polyvinyl 
Chemical Company met face to face 
with more than a score of angry South 
Wilmington residents at a public hear- 
ing Monday night. The hearing, held 
at the request of the board of select 
men, came on the heels of escalating 
complaints by neighbors of noxious 
odors and a possible health hazard 
due to spills at the plant which pro- 
duces liquid plastic materials. As a 
result of recent spills and at the re- 
quest of the DEQE following a show 
cause hearing in March, Polyvinyl of 
ficials said they had put together a list 
of actions they planned to take to pre- 
vent future spills. Some of the items 
on the list, said the firm's president 
Max Potash, have already been im: 
plemented. Others, he said, were in 
the process of implementation or 
were being evaluated. 

According to Potash, his firm plans 
to begin a rigid training program to 
enable all employees to adhere strict- 
ly to the maintenance program set up. 
Other actions his firm would take, he 


Polyvinyl is using them. 

“We are allowed to operate (in the 
case of ethyl acrylate) at 25 parts per 
million, but we don't get anywhere 
near 25 parts per million,” Potash 
said. The Threshold Odor Concentra- 
tion (TOC) of ethyl acrylate, he said, 
is 1 part per billion. 

In partial agreement with him was 
George Boylen, a former selectman 
and an industrial chemist with M.LT. 

“L agree the health hazard probably 
isn’t germaine,” he said,"*but vinyl 
chloride three years ago had a TOC of 
three parts per million and then later 
it was shown to be a carcinogen.” 

Still several of the residents were 
unconvinced. Morse Avenue resident 
Vera Scolastico reported that she and 
her neighbors had suffered burning 
eyes, sore throats and headaches 
from air pollution in the area, Referr 
ing to a book titled “Dangerous Pro- 
perties of Industrial Materials, 
colastico called ethyl acrylate a 
moderately toxic chemical which 
has been shown to be fatal in ex 


"$1,000 or $1,500"for each incident of 
air pollution established by the police 
department as coming from a par 
ticular company. 

DePasquale requested that 
Polyvinyl officials supply the select- 
men with a “continuous update" on 
their efforts to solve the odor pro: 
blem 

“A strong recommendation has 
been made by this group tonight that a 
by-law be passed establishing fines to 
be imposed when odors emanate into 
the atmosphere,” he said. ‘The step 
after that, if your company cannot 
handle this matter, is another by-law 
asking that this material be banned 
from the town,” 

“T assure you we will be very 
responsive,” Said Potash. "We have 
the will to stop it. Now it just depends 
on if we have the know how. I think it’s 
solvable."

“I hope that all citizens of 
Massachusetts who are 50 years of 
age or‘over will take advantage of this 
free, life-saving test. I also hope that 
everyone will give generously when 
their American Cancer Society 
volunteer calls,” Governer King add- 
ed

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Miceli speaks to students’ concerns on Prop. 2% 


Jon Trefrey, high school student 
from Burlington Avenue made a 
special trip to the State House, Fri- 
day, from Wilmington High School 
He was driven to Boston by school 
Principal George Eisenberg. His task 
was to deliver 50 letters, written by 
students, to the governor. 

‘Those letters asked that the state 
legislature and the governor pledge 
that the state have a “level funding” 
this year, instead of the customary in- 
creases in spending. The money sav- 
ed, the pupils told the state govern- 
ment, could be used to alleviate the 
conditions in the towns and cities, 
caused by the impact of 2% 

That was the method of Wilmington 
High School, in countering a threaten- 
ed 2% walkout by pupils. The walkout 
had been planned for Thursday noon. 
It did not occur, but about 22 pupils 
who did miss three periods of study 
Thursday afternoon were suspended, 
for three days, by school authorities 

Word of the planned 2% walkout 
began to be known in Wilmington ear- 
ly in the week, There were three 
reasons, though, why it did not take 
place. They are named Harold Gar. 
rett, George Eisenberg and James 
Miceli, Garrett is the high school vice 
principal and Eisenberg the principal 
Miceli is the state representative, 
from Wilmington and Tewksbury. 

Garrett, when he heard of the plann- 
ed walkout, realized there had to be 
an alternative. He proposed to 
Eisenberg that the state represen- 
tative be invited to speak to the 
students, and to explain the problems, 
from a state-wide viewpoint. Miceli 
agreed, the time being set for 8 a.m. 
Friday - the first period of the school 
day, 

At 10 a.m. Thursday Garrett an 
nounced, on the school public address 
system, that Miceli would be present 
Friday morning to discuss 22, and 
that there was no good reason why 
any pupil should walk out, at noon: 
time, to “protest.” His words were 
well heeded 

There were about 300 students in the 
Herbert C. Barrows Auditorium next 
morning, to hear Rep. Miceli, His 
remarks lasted about 45 minutes, in- 
cluding the time spent answering 
questions. 

What Miceli said

payers in Massachusetts felt a sense 
of frustration about the free spending 
habits that municipal, county and 
state officials have had for years 
Taxes have been increasing, and no 
one has been doing anything, on the 
state level at least, in cutting the 
taxes. 

Programs are voted in the 
legislature, and there the people are 
told that it is up to the towns and cities 
to pay for those programs. 

A group of people decided to put a 
stop to the free spending. They called 
themselves Citizens for Limited Taxa 
tion. They filed a special act limiting 
the taxing power to 2'2 percent of full 
and fair value and the increase in 
spending in any one year to 2's per 
cent. The towns and cities, by this pro- 
posed special act, were to cut their 
spending 15 percent per year, until 
they had gotten down to the level of 
taxation which was being mandated. 

They also cut the excise tax on 
automobiles, severely. The people in 
Massachusetts voted for this, over: 
whelmingly. In someplaces the 
margin was three to two. 

This is, it must be pointed out, a 
special vote, To some of the political 
figurs in this state this must be par: 
ticularly frustrating, 

Some of us in the legislature realiz 


ed immediately that more monies 
would be needed, in the communities. 
We joined up with the Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Federation, to see what 
could be done. 

There is a bill in the legislature, 
with my name on the bill. The first 
name is that of Representative Cohen, 
of Andover. This bill would give the 
towns a bigger share of the state 
revenues, because of the 2": impact 

I think this is what the people 
meant, when they voted for 2'>. The 
people were telling us to cut out some 
of the needless costs. It is up to us to 
listen 

At the same time it is cutting some 
of the ential services. It is 
necessary #AAt the state join in with 
the towns and cities, to make 2!» 
work 

‘The unions, particularly the union 

dership, are ina dilemma, because 

-e organized on a local level and 
a state level 

Take the Massachusetts Tea 
Association as an example. They 
organized the local teachers. and they 
represent the local teachers. A few 
years ago they decided they wanted to 
organize the teachers in higher educa 
tion, too. So the organized the state 
colleges. 

So, a bill to the legislature which 


would require “level funding" is not 

to their liking. Level funding means 
that no more money can be ap- 
propriated this year than was ap- 
propriated the past year 

To have the state “level fund” so 
that more money can be sent to the 
towns and cities is not exactly to their 
liking. They want to be certain that 
there is enough money in the state 
honey pot so that the teachers in the 
state colleges can gt pay raises, and 
they want enough money in the local 
communities so that the teachers in 
the towns and cities do not lose their 
jobs. 

They are advocating a new tax 
package, to appropriate money for 
the communities, and at the same 
time they want to protect their 
bargaining rights, on the state level. 

That's where we part company. 

I believe, as do a lot of other state 
legislators, that we do not need nex 
taxes, By rearranging the priorities of 
the state budget, by level funding the 
budget, thus allowing the state to bite 
a part of the bullet, we can make 2's 
workable. 

Questions 

There were about 25 questions. 
Some of those young people had given 
a lot of thought to the subject, as they 
saw it. One question was: Will educa- 
tion suffer? 

Miceli told the audience that he 
thought education will suffer. At the 
same time, he said “I am not saying 
that there is no fat (in the budget). If 
we can have the state participate 
there probably will be no problem 
with education, If the state does not 
participate there will be a problem. 

Why is there all the emphasis on 
tampering with the education 
system? Why can't we do something 
about the administrators? 

Miceli said, in Wilmington the deci- 
sions are made by the town manager, 
the selectmen, and the school commit 
tee. Ultimately, he said, they are 
made by the town meeting. That is 
where your fathers and mothers will 
make the final decision, as far as 
priorities are concerned 

What can be done, to make state 
does send back local aid? 

People like yourself must continue 
to put pressure on the legislature, and 
on the executive branch, to make sure 
we comply with the wishes of the elec- 
torate, those who voted in 2"

‘The Great White Fleet’ 


One of the statements made by a 
pupil in Wilmington High School, on 
April 10, when Rep. Miceli was 
discussing the effects of Proposition 
2%, should be answered by someone 
other than Mr. Miceli, The publisher 
of the Town Crier has written this ac- 
cordingly. 

‘The allegation was made that town 
officials use the town white cars for 
driving their families around. The 
speaker told the audience that he had 
seen it, and there was some cheering 
and whistling as a result 

‘The white cars in which Wilmington 
officials ride, in the performance of 
their duties, are old police cruisers, 
Without exception, this is the case 

Every year Wilmington buys four 
new police cruisers, ordered with 
heavy-duty equipment. During the 
course of the year, those cars are 
driven about 70,000 miles. In addition, 
the engine idles a lot, during the 
patrol time. The cruisers generally 
are run 24 hours a day. Three cruisers 
are in active service every day, with 
the fourth in for maintenance. 

Once a cruiser has finished its year 
of active service, it is recycled. After 
the car is painted, it then becomes an 
unmarked cruiser. The police depart 
ment has a few such cars, used by the 
chief, the lieutenant, or for taking 
prisoners to court. Until last week, 
there were also two such cars assign- 
ed to the detectives. 

Once the police department has 
finished with the car, the town then 
assigns it to a town official for 
transportation while on official 
business, Among the officials driving 
old police cruisers are the town 
manager, the building inspector, the 
health inspector, the public health 
nurse, the town engineer and the 


recreation director. 

Many of the old police cruisers are 
painted white, giving the cars the 
nickname ‘The Great White Fleet.” 
The car that the town engineer drives, 
though, is green. 

‘As newer cars are passed 
the system at the top, the older cars 
are discarded at the bottom. The car 
that the town manager drives, for in- 
stance, is a 1975 Plymouth. 

‘The program puts to use cars that 
have a very low trade-in value. Car 
dealers know that police cruisers 
have had very hard use, and there is a 
trade-in of $200 or maybe $300 for such 
a car. 

One criticism of the program is that 
the engines in the old police cruisers 
are very large. The cars are not 
economical on gas. Eight years ago, 
all cruisers came through with an 
engine displacement of about 440 ce. 
‘The newer cars have smaller engines, 
about 300 cc. 

It has been the position of the town 
manager that it is cheaper for the 
‘town to provide an official with an old 
police vehicle than it would be either 
to spend money to buy a gas-efficient 
car or to pay the official to use his own 
car. 

As to the allegation that town of- 
ficials take their families out in the 
cars, the Town Crier has never seen 
this, in many years. If any reader 
ever does see it, the Town Crier would 
appreciate a report, in order that it 
can be investigated 

The recreation director, who is one 
of those with a white car, does from 
time to time drive teenagers who are 
in recreation programs from one 
place to another, This may be the 
source of the story about “families” 
in the white cars 


Promoting the 
political backlash 


Proposition 242 is now a famous 
Massactfusetts phrase. Something 
which is happening in the state that 
used to be the second highest in taxa- 
tion, in the United States. Only Alaska 
had higher taxes. 

In Boston, at the present time, city 
firemen and policemen are beign 
released from employment. The 
reason is given as Proposition 2" 

‘The real reason is probably that 
those two groups can, by protesting, 
raise the public indignation’ to the’ 
highest point. The mayor and. his 
friends are hoping for a political 
backlash 

They want the voters of 
Massachusetts to vote out the proposi- 
tion. They are very good when it 
comes to influencing public opinion 
Remember the “Vote for yourself 
campaign” of a couple of years ago” 
The slogan was used to promote the 
tax classification amendment 

Lewis Tremblay of Tewksbury, who 
was an assessor in Tewksbury a cou- 
ple of years ago can tell what that 
campaign meant, to the people of 
Massachusetts. He spoké up against 
it. He was, unfortunately some may 
say, one of the few people who 
understood what was at stake 

Industries and business do not vote, 
but people do. The mayor of Boston 
and his friends survive by promoting 
the vote of the people of that com- 
munity, It is as simple as that, and $1 
million was spent in Massachusetts, 
to promote discord in assessing prac- 
tices, as has been done in Boston over 
the years. 

Ask Mr. Tremblay about “‘vote for 
yourself." Ask the assessor of Wilm 
ington, Tony Krzeminski, otherwise 
known as Tony K 

Now the mayor and his friends have 
chosen the most political way of 
achieving their goal, to promote a 
backlash on the part of the voters. 


Drop the police and firemen. They 
will make the most noise. They will 
promote political backlash, by that 
noise. 

‘The Wall Street Journal, last week, 
had some words to say about the 
Boston political situation, It was a 
study in depth, at least on a few 
points ‘ 

To quote a few points 

“An even worse performance is be- 
ing staged by Boston's Mayor Kevin 
White. Mayor White stayed neutral on 
2% during the vote, but now he is\us- 
ing it asa scapegoat for fiscal Be 
blems that have been building - he's 
been relying on borrowing, higher 
taxes and increased state aid to cover 
budget deficits. The money has gone 
to an army of patronage workers, not 
increased serviees."” 

“Late last year when the City Coun- 
cil tried to call a halt, he tried to 
transfer funds from the police and fire 
departments to keep his political ap- 
pointees on the payroll. Now his best 
idea for coping with 2% is to fire 
police and firemen,” 

“Cuts to date have reduced the 
police department by 11 percent and 
the fire department by 14 percent, but 
in the patronage - ridden health’ and 
hospitals department, as large as the 
police and fire combined, he has trim. 
med only 5 percent 

“Prop 2% does have glitches that 

have to be ironed out. It holds an 
ever greater promise for the state's 
prosperity. Just as the soaring taxes 
of the ‘60s damaged the state's 
economy, the tax reductions of the 
past three years have prepared the 
way for a major recovery. The proper 
management of Prop 242 will keep the 
boom going." 

“If the politicians fan a momentary 
crisis, to destroy 2%, they may find 
that they are destroying themselves."

Right now in Washington, Congress 
is reviewing the budget cuts proposed 
by the Reagan administration. The 
majority of them are going to be ap- 
proved, and that means cuts of 
billions of dollars in the federal 
budget for fiscal 1982. Government is 
going to have much less of a role in 
funding human services. But these 
services are necessary, and must con- 
tinue to be provided, without big 
government programs. I think that 
one of the most important of the 
human service areas is child day 
care. We have to make sure that ade- 
quate care is available without direct 
federal funding. 

Day care is often referred to as a 
‘women’s’ issue, but it’s really an 
employees’ issue. In the United 
States, there are 4.5 million two- 
worker families with preschoolers 
and almost eight million with school- 
age children. Fathers are increasing- 
ly sharing responsibilities for child 
care arrangements. Working mothers 
have become the rule, rather than the 
exception in this country. In March 
1970, mothers in the workforce includ- 
ed 60+ of women whose youngest child 
was school-age, 52¢ whose youngest 
was age three to five, and 4l* whose 
youngest child was under three years 
of age. And the need for quality child 
care has grown accordingly 

‘Two-parent families need day care 
services, but one out of five families 
are headed by a single parent; 1.3 
million working mothers are the sole 
support of pre-school children. This 
group includes 60 of divorced work: 
ing mothers of children under three, 
and 75¢ of those working mothers with 
three to five year-olds. They must 
have affordable, quality child care if

I am co-sponsoring, with Con- 
gressman Barber Canable, the rank- 
ing Republican member of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, a day 
care tax credit proposal that I think 
will help. The bill includes a sliding 
seale designed to target child care 
assistance for parents at lower in: 
come levels. It's not uncommon for 
these families to be forced into 
welfare programs because minimum 
wage income is not sufficient to pay 
both for living expenses and for child 
care 

But workign parents, at all income 
levels, who have small children, need 
quality, accessible day care, and I 
think a tax credit is a good way for the 
federal government to help. 

Our proposal would replace the 20+ 
credit that is allowed under the pre- 
sent Tax Code. Although this credit is 
certainly better than nothing at all, it 
really doesn't make enough of a dif 


ference in the budgets of a lot of 
families to enable them to afford any 
care but the least expensive, 
regardless of quality. Our proposal 
would offer a tax credit geared to 
family income. 

The credit would be refundable - 
that means that families would 
receive the full child care credit 
they're entitled to, even though it may 
exceed their tax liability. Making the 
credit refundable should help parents 
‘caught in the middle, with too much 
income to qualify for Head Start, but 
too little to afford good care in the 
private market. 

One of the things that bothers me 
the most about the tax cut for in- 
dividuals the administration is pro- 
posing is the way it's structured. Peo- 
ple who need the breaks most - lower 
and middle income families - aren't 
getting them. 7 

I don't think people should be 
penalized for wanting, or having, to 
work. I'm very glad to join Represen- 
tative Barber Conable in a bi-partisan 
effort to help with one of the mest im: 
portant problems of working parents

Higher rates, higher voltage, higher poles 


Utility poles are utility poles are 
utility polés. They are to be seen, mile 
after mile, along the highways and the 
byways of these United States, carry- 
ing electric light wires and telephone 
wires. Nowadays they carry cables 
television, also. 

‘The average pole is about 40-45 feet 
high. Squirrels climb them, birds 
roost on the cross arms. Little boys, 
too, climb them sometimes. 

Back in 1912 the Reading Municipal 
Light Company started putting light 
poles, as they are called, in Wilm- 
ington. Those poles were of the com 
mon ordinary 40-45 foot variety. 

Now there is a new utility pole, be- 
ing put in by Reading Light, Call it 
Super Pole. 

Super Pole is about 50 feet high, 
sometimes as high as 56 feet. It is to 
be seen along Wildwood Street, 
Woburn Street and Middlesex 
Avenue, Employees of Reading light, 
and of a utility service company are 
stringing new wires on those poles. It 
has been going on now for several 
weeks. 

Formerly, that is up to now, the 
poles on Middlesex Avenue were car: 
rying wires which had 13,000 volts 
That electricity was able to serve the 
people and business establishments of 
North Wilmington 

But, with the coming of more in 
dustry, especially in the far north of 
Wilmington, more power was needed 
‘The Reading Municipal Light, this 
past winter installed a new sub 
station on Wildwood Street, near the 

Maple Meadow Brook, Now the 35,000 
volt wires are being installed on Super 
Poles 

Sometime along toward the middle 
of May the new wiring, on the new 
super poles will be put into use. The 

35,000 volt lines will then be energized, 
and Reading Light will be ready to 
serve any new customers, in North 
Wilmington,

Arthur Stainback wrote, “No greater 
burden can be bourne by an individual 
than to know no one cares or un: 
derstands."” 

‘A prognosis is given to a patient and his 
or her family, that an illness is incurable 
The trauma can be unbearable for those 
concerned. For many years, there have 
been deficiencies in this area of medicine 
in providing for the true needs of both the 
dying patients and their families. 

There is help in this community, through 
the efforts of Alice Cerino and her 
volunteers. She is Director-coordinator of 
the Hospice Program which is now fun- 
ctioning at the New England Memorial 
Hospital. Alice has worked for eight years 
as counselor in the hospital’s Human 
Services Department. She has been closely 
involved in bereavement counseling, and 
is well qualified to deal with dying patients 
and their families. 

We must revert in history to determine 
the origin of the Hospice concept. Alice 
tells us that, “In the Middle Ages, there 
were waystations in Europe and in Asia 
where the crusaders stopped when 
returning from or going to the Holy Wars. 
Very often, they were wounded, tired, or in 
need of food. Those waystations ultimately 
developed into hospitals. Hospitals were 
originally set up to provide chronic care, 
rather than acute care. With the passage 
of the Industrial Revolution, hospitals 
became places where much technology 
was used, and patients who were dying 
became out of place. Life is different 
today, with the advent of technology 
particularly in this area. We have many 
resources to cure people or rehabilitate 
patients, but it has been very difficult for 
hospitals to meet the needs of the dying 
person. 

The Hospice Program at the New 
England Memorial Hospital was inspired 
by documented work done by Dr. Cicely 
Saunders of London, England. In 198, Dr 
Saunders received a gift of money from 
one of her patients. The mandate the 
patient left with the gift was, “With this 
five hundred pounds that I leave to you, 1 
want you to establish a program for the 
dying" Her work eventually resulted in 
the establishment of St. Christopher's 
Hospice, which is one of the largest centers 
for the terminally ill, Dr. Saunders is 
quoted as saying -aling a person does 
not always mean curing a disease.” 

The concept of Hospice came to the 
United States in the sixties. New Haven 
was the first to implement a program. This 
was essentially for patients who were 

red for at home. The movement then 
traveled across the United States, with the 
primary emphasis being in California and 
Florida. California takes on anything new, 
and Florida, with a very elderly 
population, made Hospice a natural 
Within the past five years, Hospice has 
begun to “catch on’ in Massachusetts, 
where there are now a number of 
programs in effect 

Hospice is basically a consumer 
movement,” says Alice. “A number of 
families have said that they did not like the 
services that are available. They are not 
really helpful when somebody you love is

We need a more intimate care, a 
care that considers the families’ needs. We 
need bereavement care. We need attention 
placed on pain control and symptom 
control, Most of the present day facilities 
were not set up to provide those kinds of 
services as completely as the families 
need them 
“This hospital has a major mandate to 
provide care for the terminally ill. It 
always had," says Alice. “Five years ago, 
there was a pilot study done to research 
how well the needs of the dying patient 
were being met. Discussion started shortly 
after that, regarding inprovement of 
services. A task force was ultimately set 
up to discuss implementing Hospice care 
at the New England Memorial Hospital.”” 
There now is an in-patient unit located 
on West Three, which includes four patient 
rooms and a family room, for overnight 
visitations. They are attractively 
decorated and assume a homelike at 
mosphere. There are hanging plants 
wallpapered walls and colorful pillows, 
which eliminate the traditional starkness 
of the hospital environment 
At this point, says Alice, “one of my 
jobs is to coordiante services that the 
hospital already has. We havea very large 
department in human services that has 
psychiatrists and social workers on staff 
When it is appropriate, we make a 
referral. Very often, a psychiatrist can be 
quite helpful when a patient is extremely 
depressed 
1 think there are periods of depression 
with some patients. But, people can 
transcend this period and get through it 
We've had a number of peaple who have 
come in very depressed and with supports 
with changes in medication and with 
figuring out what they want to do with the 
rest of their lives, their mood becomes 
dramatically better 
One point which Alice Cerino would like 
to emphasize with regard to Hospice, is 
the family is affirmed as the primary 
care-giver. Hospice was not designed to 
take over" in any way. If the family is 
looking for someone to take over, then 
Hospice probably is not the place for that 
particular patient, Hospice is a philosophy 
of care for the dying patient, not just a 
place. Seventy percent of people today die 
in hospitals, many by choice, but with the 
advent of Hospice, there is an alternative. 
Alice explains, “The structure of a 
Hospice Program should initially consist 
of home care services, which could be 
nurses, therapists, social workers, home 
health aids, occupational therapists, 
speech therapists and dieticians, Each 
patient and their family works with a 
team. The inpatient services offer the 
same professionals who are involved in the 
Hospice team. They might be different 
people, but the same disciplines prevail. 
The patient is actively encouraged to in: 
volve the clergy in their care 
Volunteers are very much a part of the 
team, and are very helpful in caring for 
the patient. Every member of the team 
has been specially trained and has 
requested to be involved in the Hospice 
Program. Volunteers must be screened. 
Very often people want to be included in 
the care of the dying for different reasons,

to Bill's job is hindering his ability to work 
The supervisor talks with Bill and then 
suggests that he visit the company 
counseling service. Bill follows his 
supervisor's advice 

Bill sought help at 
because his supervi ad Bill's “smoke 
signals’ of distress troubled em 
ployee's subconscious way of asking for 
help. 

“About 20 percent of employees ini the 
United States’ have personal problems 
which interfere with their jobs," says Rev 
Rodney C. Brown, director of the Pastoral 
Counseling Program at R.J. Reynolds

Industries, Inc. About one of every 25 
employees with a problem considers 
suicide or homici is worried about a 


loved one hurting himself or others, or is a 
hazzard in the workplace, Brown says. 
Those numbers may seem insignificant 
especially when you consider that about 
half of all employees who receive pastoral 
counseling seek it on their own initiative. 
Rev, Brown says. “But in terms of human 
lives. the numbers become important 
when one considers that the average size 


of the workforce served by pastoral 
counselors and industrial chaplains is 
4,000. 


That's one reason why early detection 
and referral by a distressed employee's 
coworkers and supervisors is so im 
portant. They could help ensure that 
personal problems don’t reach the danger 
point before the person seeks help, Rev 
Brown says 

Not all employees send discernible 
smoke signals. And those who work with a 
troubled employee may be preocupied 


with their work and miss, ignore or 
misread signals. 
Therefore, he says, it’s important to 


recognize these "smoke signals’ of 
distress: erratic job performance; a 
defensive, chip-on-the-shoulder attitude 
chronic absenteeism: withdrawal from co-

A young animal can be ideal as an 
Easter gifl for a child, but only if (tis not 
a surprise gift, and is an animal that can 
be properly cared for in domestic set 
ting. 

Each year, unfortunately, there are 
people whose misguided good intentions 
cause ‘them to succumb to the lure of 
baby chicks, ducklings or rabbits in a pet 
shop window, all of which are highly 
unsuitable as family pets.

As its rating implies, EX- 
CALIBUR, is no fairy-tale of knighthood 
for kids; instead it is an adult retelling of 
the original Le Morte D’arthur by 
Malory - as adult as the original 

Director John Boorman's vision of the 
heroic tale of honor and love, betrayal 
and lust, is as clear as his camera is 
moody, mythic and surrealistic 

From the bloody. battle mists of the 
‘opening scene to the vision of King Ar. 
thur on his bier, sailing into the fog of 
time, Boorman is true to the legend of 
old. 

And it is perhaps Boorman's un 
compromising truth which has set most 
reviewers on edge. Time Magazine says 
the audience has to decide for itself if the 
film is “a dove or a dodo”; Newsweek 


also shied away from condemnation or 
praise. 

But Boorman's version is as 
unyielding as the demands on those 
knights who searched for the grail and 
such zeal makes the cynical reviewer 
uneasy 

Forget T.H. White's charming The 
Once and Future King, put aside the 
Walt Disney version of the Arthurian 
Legend, expunge Camelot from your 
thoughts and go to see Excalibur with an 
open mind. 

From a cinematic viewpoint, the film 
is outstanding, capturing the right mood, 
camera angle, and lighting for each 
scene. It is lush and symbolic at one 
moment, such as when Arthur rides forth 
with his knights to combat Mordred, his 
illegitimate son; and at another moment 
brutal and realistic as knight slaughters

‘The special effects are excellent, save 
for one scene where a raven plucks an 
eye from a clearly artificial corpse as 
Percival seeks the Holy Grail in a stark, 
gloomy forest strung with the bodies of 
those who have failed before him. 

Conceived in deceit, made king by 
truth, kept ruler by wisdom, betrayed by 
those he loved, bound by honor to the 
end, King Arthur has served as the role 
model for the tragic hero and virtuous 
ruler since his tale was first penned. 

And while Nigel Terry's acting in 
Excalibur will not win any Oscars, it 
does not tarnish that image either. 

Nicol Williamson as Merlin is a weary 
and resigned Yoda, cackling to himself 
at one moment, fierce at another, with 
barely a pause between, a magician who 
knows his time is short and that in the 
end all that will remain is the dream 

Though many, wuld prefer to believe 
the time of Arthur was one of decorum 
and restraint, in fact it was at the edge of 
the Christian era, bawdy and direct, 


unabashed in its earthiness, 

That too, Boorman has captured. 
“From Arthur's father, blinded by lust, to 
Lancelot and Guenevere, succumbing to 
their forbidden love, the film continually 
thrusts the viewer into the conflict 
between the ideal and the real. The 
mythic castle of gold and sword of power 
exist side by side with men and women 
formed of human clay, with desires that 
exceed the grasp of their owners. 

It is a conflict also found between the 
two leading ladys. Beautiful Guenevere 
(Cheri Lunghi) who fails her king and 
husband in her love for Lancelot 
(Nicholas Clay) but, somehow, remains 
innocent, is a direct contrast to Morgana 
(Helen Mirren) who uses her body as 
readily as deceit in her lunge for corrupt 
power. 

Occasionally, the film pushes to the 
brink of going too far, but in that daring 
rests its strength. 

Go see it, But be prepared. Like the 
quest itself, Excalibur is not for the faint 
of heart or the weak of purpose.

Technical training pays off 


‘Twenty-two local women have a lot to be 
proud of — and a lot going for them. They 
are graduating this week as electronics 
and field service technicians from Women 
In Electronics, a highly-successful skill 
training progam operated by Women's 
Enterprises of Boston, a non-profit agency 
founded in 1975 to increase the 
representation of women in technical 
occupations. If their class placement 
statistics match those of previous program 
cycles, nearly 93 percent of the students 


will soon be making $10,000 to $15,000 a 
year. 

Funded by the Medford CETA 
sortium and the Balance of State CETA 
Administration, the nontraditional 
training program is regarded by most 
participants as the opportunity of a 
lifetime. Many of the women are heads of 
households, trying to support children or 
disabled spouses. Some have been welfare 
recipients; some were on unemployment 
All are determined now to be self 
sufficient — to make their way without 
public assistance. Michele Button of 
Wakefield puts it this way: “I need to have 
a job that will pay my bills... The program 
is not only beneficial for my own economy, 
but also for the state's economy because 
T'll be able to get along on my own,” 

Applicants to the current program had 
to meet specific guidelines relating to 
income and math and reading proficiency 
Students range in age from 20 to 38 years 
in educational attainment, from high 
school diplomas and GED's to some years 
of college. In addition to a former welder 
and a woman who had once been an air 
force sergeant, the class includes ex 
waitresses, secretaries, and cashiers. 
Sharyn Bahn, Executive Director of 
Women's Enterprises, notes that the 
earnings potential of graduates qualified 
to enter the rapidly expanding electronics 
industry is vastly better than that of 
women who remain in traditionally female 
occupational fields. 

Women's Enterprises has been training 
and placing women in electronics jobs 
since 1976, Program graduates have been 
hired by top Greater Boston high tech 
companies such as Digital, Xerox, 
Analogic, IBM, and Royal Business 
Machines. These and other firms such as 
Hewlett-Packard, Prime Computer, and 
A.B. Dick are among 20 corporations in: 
terviewing this year's students at plant 
sites and at the Women in Electronics 
training facility 

According to Carol Goss, Program 
Coordinator, employers are favorably 
impressed by the comprehensive, hands: 
on laboratory component of the 24-week 
program curriculum, They appreciate the 
breadth of experience students obtain in 
developing trouble-shooting and 
mechanical skills needed in business 
macine repair. Citing the record of a 
program graduate he hired in 1977 who has 
received several company promotions, 
one manager said it would be difficult this 
year to narrow down a choice among eight 
candidates fully-qualified to fill his one 
current job opening. 

Graduation exercises for this fifth cycle 
of Women In Electronics was held on 
Friday, April 10 in the Lobby Auditorium 
of the First National Bank of Boston. The 
commencement speaker was State 
Senator Sharon Pollard of the Third Essex 
District, a well-known advocate of 
programs designed to help women train 
for jobs in promising nontraditional fields

Over the last six years, more than 10,000 
women interested in technical careers 
have come to Women's Enterprises for 
information, counseling, and training 
Foundation and federal support has 
enabled the agency to mount additional 
occupational skill programs in drafting

Arrange for regular checking and 
cleaning of heating equipment
